| “The sufferings are indescribable. Two epidemics are now sweeping thia 
section, the measles and the grippe, Practically one member in every family 
is sick, and to add to this we have all of those under our charge who werd 
‘injured by the toppling roofs and other debris. The people’s houses are 
| swept away and they are left on the streets practically without homes, food,

| without water, milk or light, and we still are without light. 

: “With so much fever, you can well imagine the suffering, The death 
‘rate will be very high, especially among the children. We are bringing about 
fifteen daily to the priest. for baptism, and the Redemptorist Pathers 
go from house to house in Puerta de Tierra administering the Last Sacra. 
ments to the dying. 

| “The hospitals are full to overflowing, thus making it imperative for me 
to start two small hospitals in the slums. One is equipped for small dhildren 
iand the other is sectioned off for measles and other communicable diseases. 

| “This is all made possible through a society connected with the Charch 
composed of the fathers of the children who are in the San Augustin College. 
| Colonel Helmes of the Army aisa supplied thirty Army cots and linen, and 
ithe Red Cross, which seems very well pleased with these two little hospitals, 
ican take care of the financial burden of this poor mission.
